DELP WATER IN HARBORS. 
Encournging Reports from Southern 
Harbors. 

Washineton, June 14.—General Craighill, 
chief of the engineer corps of the army, 
has received some very encouraging reports 
on the improvement of southern harbors. 
At the offices at Galveston reports come 
that they have now between eighteen aid 
nineteen feet of water where there were 
Otizinaliy but twelve feet. At Savannah 
the depth has been increased from fourteen 
end a half feet to twenty-four fect, and it 
is expected that twenty-six feet will be 
obtained Tse long. When work wes Le- 
fun at Charleston harbor there was but 
twelve feet at low tide.

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THEIR DEATH WARRANTS READ. 
Two Negroes To Be Executed at Jack- 
sonville on the 10th of July. 
Jacksonville, Fla., June 14.—Sheriff Bow- 
den, of Duval county, received ghe death 
warranis for William Jones, cornicted of 
the murder of his daughter, Florence Jones, 
and Alexander Simms, convicted of the 
murder of Policeman Edward F. Minor, 
April 7, 18%. Both men are colored. The 
warrants fix the date of the hanging of 
both men July 10th. Neither of the men 
displayed any nervousness during the read-

Jones _ still naintains his innocence.

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MUST GET IN THE CITY 
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The Georgia Southero Is Fighting for 
Entrance to Augusta. 


JUDGE SPEER WILL HEAR THE CASE 


Georgia Southernand Florida Bonds Are 


Still Advancipg in Price—Some One 
Is dtill Buying Them. 


June 14.—(Special.)—This 
sucrning Messrs. Leonard Phinizy and Loy- 
kin Wrigbt, of counsel for the Augusta 
Southern railroad, appeared in the United 
States court here. They presented a peti- 
tion representing that they were changing 
the line of that road from a narrow to a 
broad gauge; that their narrow gauge track 
bad rested on a part of the right of way of 
the Central railroad, amounting to some 
3,200 feet, and that tnis was necessary to 
enable them to connect with their termin- 
als in Augusta. They could connect in no 
other way. This portion of the Central rail- 
road belongs te the Augusta and Sayunnah, 
but is leased by the Central. 

The Augusta and Savannah and the Cen- 
tral have recently filed before Judge Callo- 
wuy in Augusta a bill to enjoin the Augusta 
Southern from the further use of this por- 
tion of the right of way on two grounds. 
First, that the Augusta Southern has no 
title to it; second, that the Augusta South- 
ern has no right to parallel the Augusta 
and Savannah in any manner Within twen- 
ty miles of the latter road. 

Judge Calloway held that there was noth- 
ing in the point as to paralleling the Augus- 
ta and Savannah, but that if the Augusta 
Southern desired to use any portion of the 
right of way of the Augusta and Savannah, 
it must institute proceedings to condemn it 
under the statutes of the state and pay for 
it. The property itself being in the hands of 
a receiver of the United States court, it be- 
came necessary to ask permission of that 
court to institute condemnation proceedings 
and the gentlemen mentioned made the cp- 
plication in their petition. 

Judge Speer would not grant the permis- 
gion directly, but granted a rule nisi, calling 
on the receivers to show cause at Savannah 
on Wednesday, June 19th, why leave should 
not be granted, and on the motion of the 
court it was also added that the receiver 
should show cause why the Augusta South- 
ern might not cemporarily use the track to 
facilitate the work of widening its line toa 
broad gauge. As it now is the Augusta 
Scuthern must unload all of its iron from 
the broad gauge cars on which it is shipped 
from the north and transfer it to the nar- 
row gauge, whereas, if the Augusta South- 
ern could lay down the broad gauge track 
on the disputed portion of the road tempor- 
arily it might obtain its iron at much less 
cost. It is compell>d to complete its road 
under forfeiture py a date in August, end 
for this reason the hearing was fixed at an 
early date. 

The completion cf the Augusta Southern 
as a broad gauge may somewhat alter the 
map of the railroad situation. It can readi- 
ly connect by means of the Wrightsville 
and Tennille with the Macon and ID uoblin, 
and us it already connects with the Sea- 
bcerd Air-lLine, may give the people of Ma- 
con an outlet to the north, notwithstandii1g 
the fact that the Southern controls the en- 
tire situation otherwise. 

Illegal and Violative. 

This morning Judge Speer, of the United 
States court, granted an order on a writ of 
habeas corps directing Chief of Police But- 
ner to produce in court instanter J. M. Dal- 
ton. The particulars of the case are as fol- 
lows, as alleged in the petition of Dalton, 
which was presented to Judge Speer by his 
lawyers.

2. But the trustees gave a second reason 
for overruling the action of the faculty, 
Which they argued much more strongiy 
than the first; namely: That, as the offense 
for which the diploma was withheld was 
eommitted after the young lady had passed 
her test examinations she had a legal right 
to the diploma, and the trustees had no au- 
thority to refuse it to her: that it was hers 
by the “law of the land.”’ and that if she 
should sue for it she could recover it in anv 
court of justice in Georgia. This view of 
the case was argued with the ctrongest 
corroboration by the learned lawyers on 
the board, and thev even went so tur as to 
to say, when asked the hypothetical ques- 
tion by a member of the facultv, that no 
act of moral turpitude whatever, however 
heinous, committed by a member of the 
senior class of anv college after he or she 
had d the final test exeaminations 
would authorize a faculty in refusing to give 
the diploma. [I thought this was a very 
queer jaw—highly iriquitous and contrary 
to all common “more honored in the 
breach than in the observance: but as the 
learned lawyers asserted it, I supposed it 
might be at least technically true. But on 
Subsequent investigation I have found that 
even in this legal point the trustees were +o- 
tally wrong. The law establishing the 
(7eorgia Normal and Industrial college 
makes it a part and parcel of the universi- 

' of Georgia. Presumably then, the fac- 

is under the same general rules and 
regulations as those that govern the Unie 
versity of Georgia, especially so as our 
board of trustees have never made anv 
rules and regulations for our direction. 
Now in the rules and regulations for the 
covernment of the University of Georgia, 
published in 18%. and doubtless _ still] 
in force, 1 find in chapter 2 the follawing: 

“Rule 5.The facuity may inflict such pun- 
ishment as they may deem necessary and 
proper, even to the withholding of de- 
grees (diplomas), and the public exposure 
of their names on commencement day, on 
members of the senior who may be 
guilty of acts of insubordination or other 
misconduct, after their final ¢Xamina- 
tions.”’ 

This 
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rule is undoubtedly as legally 
hle to the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial college at Milledgeville as it is 
to Franklin college at Athens. It applies 
exactly to our rencent case, covers. it like 
a blanket, fits it like a glove and utterly 
and completely refutes the positive asser- 
tion of the learned lawyers on the board 
that “‘the faculty had no legal right to 
withhold the diploma.’ T am _ sure the 
honorable gentlemen did not know of the 
existence of this rule of they would never 
have taken such grounds. Such a rule is 
absolutely necessary for the proper gov- 
ernment of every college, and I do not 
believe there is any well organized col- 
lege in the world in which it is not either 
the written or the unwritten law 

In conclusion let me sav that I utterly 
repudiate the base insinuations that have 
been made that the trustees acted in this 
matter from political methods. They are 
high-toned, honorable gentlemen, and I 
am sure were actuated by the purest of 
motives; but that they acted very unwise- 
ly I think there can be no possible doubt.

PETER F. SMITH ON FINANCE, 


Nothing but Ballots Will Save This 
Country from the Money Power. 
The recent rally ot the advocates of the 


free coinage of silver held at Newnah, 


brought out some evidences of how care- 
fully the voters of Georgia are studying the 
financial issues of the day. 

Among the prominent speakers ilvited 
to attend the Newnan meeting was Mr. 
Peter Francisco Smith, of this city. 

Mr. Smith wus unable to be present, but 
wrote a letter in which he strongly urgea 
the cause of the people of that region had 
gathered to advance.

It is not 
necessary that I should remind you that 
the democratic party has been thoroughly 
committed to this policy from its organiza- 
tion, and the fatal heresies now proclaim- 
ed by its false apostles cannot change the 
facts of history. 1 undertake now tv art- 
frm that, in not one single platform ever 
adopted by the party in national conven- 
tion, is there one word or syliable at vari- 
ance with this view. In its piatform adopt- 
ea at the last national convention its pol- 
cy Was distinctly avowed, and it cannot 
be denied, except by those who would dis- 
pute against the sun, that the party then 
aud tnere unequivocally declared in favor 
of the immemortal racio of ls tol. No sort 
of strained and conjectural interpretation 
can terture this pert of the national plat- 
form so as to place the party in the ea- 
quisitely ridiculous. attitude of awaiting 
the result of international agreement touch- 
Ing the raito of the two metals. This was 
ali an wtterthought. It was a prea in 
abatement atter the vcerm had passed. It 
Was ait attenipt to. go behind tne sciemn 
judgnient of the party.

You may as well go and stand upon 
the beach and bid the main flood abate 
his usua] height; you may as well ques- 
tron the wolf why he has made the ewe 
bleat for the lamb; you may as we!! ‘forbid 
the mountain pines to wag their high 
tops, and to make no noise when they 
are fretted with the gusts of heaven,’ as 
to look or hope for the co-operation ot 
England. It is to her interest to con- 
stantiy appreciate the purchasing power 
of the goia dollar. Hier voluntary action 
on the line which has been suggested is 
out of the question. 
“We owe it to the 
other countries to speak out distinctly 
on this question. We are not alone in 
our advocacy of bimetallism on the basis 
of 16 to 1. In support of this proposition 
we might site the action of te German 
reichstag in February last when this ques- 
tion came up The German chancellor 
then declared that ‘it must be conceded 
that the growing disparity of vaiue be- 
tween the coin metals is producing a det- 
rimental reaction on the industrial life of 
Germany. I am,’ said he, “in the further 
pursuit of the endeavors which have re- 
sulted in the convoking of the silver com- 
mission to consider, with the confederated 
governments, whether other states which 
are essentially concerned in the enhance- 
ment of the value of silver cannot be 
brought into a friendly exchange of views 
on mutually protective measures. In Ger- 
man bimetallic circles the opinion prevails 
that if Germany intends to solve the ques- 
tion of a standard and abolish agricul- 
tura) and industrial penury, tne following 
steps should be taken: First of all there 
should be a preliimnary conference or dip- 
lomatic conference with France and the 
United States.’ All over Germany, as well 
as France, there is a strong and growing 
sentiment in favor of bimetailism on the 
basis of 16 to 1. Nor is such a condition 
of things to be wondered at. It results 
from the same conditions which exist in 
our own country, and which must continue 
to exist so long as half the redemption 
money of the world is idle. If we are 
really the friends of silver, why not sny 
so? Faith without works is dead. Why 
not let our friends across the seas un- 
derstand that the Amefican people will 
dare to lead the war and blaze the path 
to commercial freedom? Why should we 
not tell our friends in the west that the 
south is ready to move, shoulfer ta shoul- 
der, with them against the common ene- 
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my? Why not make the issue clear and 
distinct between gold monoretallism and 
bimetallism, and fight it out on this line,, 
if need be, until we have grown gray in 
the good cause? Be assured that the 
common people are behind this movement, 
and unless the sun in its course through 
the heavens lights up a race of slaves, the 
next general election. will show that this 
country is true to old-time democracy, true

One of the most 
discriminating, if harsh, critics this coun- 
try has had, affirms that there are no long 
pceems; that Milton’s magnus opus could not 
be read at a sitting without producing fa- 
tigue. He-was decidedly partial to short 
poems, like Pinkney’s ‘‘Health” and Wilde's 
“My Life Is Like a Summer Rose,’’ but his 
own poems negative the idea that he favor- 
ed.epigrams as the thing for poetic expres- 
sion. Tennyson may have had such an idea 
as Pce’s when writing ‘‘Maud” and “The 
Princess,”’ and so introduced his pauses and 
songs.

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England and the Gold Standard. 

The following extract from The New 
York Morning Journal gives signifieant 
intimation about financial polities in 
Knugland. We eall special attention to 
it because it ts in the line of informa 
tion that we have been giving through 
the columns of The Constitution about 
the origin and desire of the gold 
standard: 

To those who are sceptical concerning the 
hope that England is about to desert the 
cuuse of monometallism we commend the 
statements made in The Journal on Mon- 
day last by J. Biddulph Martin, the presi- 
dent of a great banking establishent in 
eondon, who is the head of an orgunization 
of bankers recently organized in that city 
in the interest of Monometallism. We will 
Sroup a few of his utterances. 

Ile regretted that the question of coinage 
had been pushed into such prominence in 
American politics; he was sorry to say that 
it, had also assumed the proportions of a 
party question in England. He said the 
monometallists in London had started an 
Organization for the dissemination of lit- 
erature setting forth their views. They 
had also “addressed a missive to the chan- 
cellor of exchequer expressing the 
Opinion of prominent bankers that the cold 
stundard cannot be tampered with without 
seriousiv affecting the prosperity of Kng- 
land.” The chancellor, in reply, aasured 
the monometallists that “her maiesty's 
government will not lend itself to anything 
that interferes with the immutable stan- 
dard which makes England the gold mar- 
ket of the world,.’’ 

“Her majesty’s government” is whatever 
cabinet happens to be in power, It is per- 
fectly certain that the now in power 
will not cgynmsent to any change in the gold 
Standard. Kut what if the governmetlzt 
Fhoulid change’? This is the vital question. 
What is the prospect of such a change? 
Upon this subject Mr. Martin

AIL talk of bimetallisi or 
international agreement is futile or 
worse, for it is certain that the ruling 
power in England—the power 
has never had an ideu of bringing about 
a change which would mean the de- 
thronement of that eountry from jis 
proud place as the absolute ruler of the 
world in money matters. 

Whatever change there may be in 
English politics, there will be no change 
in the English policy of finance. Just 
as England domipates the money mur- 
kets of the world, so does the money of 
England rule her policy in everything. 
It is interesting to note that while there 
is now and then talk of iuternational 
agreement—that now and then the hope 
for relief Dy that means is held out by 
a few of the politicians—the majority of 
those who have been heretofore hidi@y 
behind the mask of international bimet- 
allism have followed the example of 
their leader at the white house and now 
declare openly and unequivocally for 
the gold standard. 

The fact is very apparent to anybody 
who has looked at the situation at all 
that the fight is for the maintenance of 
the present financial system. The 
money power in America, like the money 
power in England, wants no change 
in that system. <A few of the weak. 
kneed goldbues still talk international 
agreement, but they do it either from a 
lack of the necessary amount of honesty 
to come out squarely for their convie- 
tions, or simply with the idea of delud- 
their fellow men,

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Condemning the System They Advocate, 

The declaration of the Georgia bank- 
ers at Brunswick, that “it. is the sense 
of this association that the business in 
terests of the United States demand a 
more elastic and responsive currency 
than the present system furnishes,” is 
a severe blow to the gold standard ad- 
vocates, especially as it comes from the 
house of their friends. 

The need of a more elastic currency 
is exactly what the advocates of bimet- 
allism—the advocates of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver—have been ar- 
guing all the time; and itis to bring 
about greater elasticity aud to put the 
country on a proper financial basis that 
they are laboring. :
